t?o loft our center on the 8 July 1951* After a forty eight hour# trip 
b^ «e# we reached. Albanian waters. 

At 24 . 00 , on tbs 11 July 1951, v « di eimVrked in a place called* "(UTBl 
i tAJJ-O 1 * radius of ISKH9?. TIhfo pinna, tely wo saw fire at that place. Our sam 
and thoe© acootspaning ne were doubtful, eo we vent back to the boat, left 
Albanian waters. Then the boat stopped and we went to sleep. 

I remained on the dock of the boat where a British took picture# especially 
from the point where we had to dieisbark. At that tisw the eua had begun to 
rise. I was looking though tsy binoculars, whoa I saw a boat coming on the wboiorn 
aide. I immediately warned the mn who was taking picture# who told the cap- 
tain and immediately we departed at a great speed, headed JTorth. The baric 1 
had seen had approached ns, it emmti larger than ours and speedier. ¥« irano- 
dietoly went out to the International water# end that bark went back. Then 
our boat stopped, the captain end the major agreed on whet had to be done e© we 
sailed once more. The major took the dads ton of dl#!»barbiag at the emus© 
place but a little bit nearer from BimAZZO. 1 asked «y comrades about that 
place, they said they had eore doubts about it. But the major answered that 
both points had been fired before we left. 

The second point was next to SHKUMBIMI , at 5 kts in the Sorth, at the point 
where the SJtfKJKBIBI river Join# the sea. We arrivod at the above mentioned 
point where the SHOTMBIST rivor joins the eoa. V© arrivod at 24.00 on th© 

12 July 1951* both group# dlaimbarked. On th© first day we ronalaod next to 
our landing place, on the second, at night wo left taking the direction along 
the .SIBRUBBTSI on account of the water needs, and spent the rest of the day in 
the neighbourhood of th* ?tl$ village. On the neat day wo took the diroot ion 
toward# gWPJAJC where wo arrived at night. Wo loft that village by bight with 
the intention of crossing the KAVAJ3WPSQIB road but wo were unable to do ®e, on 
account of the swamps and the great movement eauee it vae market day. So we 
postponed It to the next day and crossed a. riving neat to the tKXAJ village, 
region of KATA JA , whore we spent the day. A# w# were hidden, we saw s shepherd 
with his shacp cutting wood with «a are. 1 wanted to wait for him to get 
closer to us and got him properly, but my comrade# lost patience, Bali VI1A 
told Hider XHBKA1.I to toll m that w® were surrounded. I told them not to 
move canes there «i nothingt They got alarmed and all of # sudden, left their 
motor lei and started walking toward# Bast* We arrived to a. saall path, sad on 
our way a»w some water spring, around it were sows? women washing. This place 



i« called &A&BIISB. We continued waling end reached a hill next to the village 
2IAM8T8R, and IWiOTtt, %metntag on the hill we fixed a house where w» would 
get our evening is® all on th® bottom of this hill there mtt a path with a water 
spring to which went five of our comrade®, while three remained on the hill. 1 
elver® thought of going back to collect the material, cruse I saw no danger* so 
I told Tahir TOLA md ZtMh that I thought It was better vre stopped hero* 

being near »y home* T would go and see how they wore and interest myself in 
getting back our material. TOLA answered it was a good Idea. I loft alone 
cause I thought in ease of danger I would be responsible for their coding with 
me. At night* knowing that the other comrades were on the path* the three of 
ue who we ru on the hill went down* but sew nobody. We thought they bed gone to 
tbs house where we intended to take our ma«l. be went there, the people said 
that they bed seen mm soldiers who at® end went away. They could not offer 
ue anyth lug cause the other® had eaten everything they bad. So we vent on their 
trace# » a email boy we wet told u# they had crossed the bill next to ue. A® we 
saw It was Impossible to Join our coured.ee* we decided t© go on with our former 
plan and try end get the material back. Tahir TOLA and Bajram 2tJIA loft taking 
the direction toward® BIBBA. I asked them, in case I couldn't stay, where would 
1 meet them? They fixed our meeting point in the radius of h'ATI , where ve would 
ell hove met and crossed to Greece. Ve parted and I took the direction of 
ktTSWHIK in the lends of one of my friends. On the next day the eon of tay friend 
coning back fro® the market can® by m®. Be reco^alted me, after, telling him X 
had not eaten for two days be went to his house and brought ©e some food. On 
hi® return he said that hie father would cose and see me on the next day. This 
was the 17 July 1951. So the father of the boy came and we started discussing. 

I asked him how they were. Be answered no you sec* no cloths® , no food, suffer- 
ing, torture® and obligation*. I told him to be patient, your situation is very 
well known, the Albanians abroad are doing thsir beet for the liberation of the 
fatherland. You must always know there its the i'CFA which is supported by the 
great powers. Me w as quite pleased with this and asked if that liberation would 
cone quickly cause they were fed up. I encouraged him saying that it could corn® 
sooner or later, but they should be convinced they would bo liberated. I told 
him about our lending, all whet had happened to our comrades and asked him if 
he had heard something about ue? Me anew® red ho heard, none. 

So, I headed toward# the place where w® had left the material* There I 
found a bag with some bread and cigerots , later t found four bags with material, 
the other two did I not find. The material I found, I hid In some place then, 
putting all In one bag where there were two radios and the code m well m some 
newspapers v« bed taken with u®, 1 headed towards the Rouse of my friend., leaving 
tho material In mm forest. Time went by, on the 20 August I v»e still looking 
for the rent of the material, but vainly, c«uee 1 found nothing. I m sure that 
the sate rial had not been spot tod cause a. month later I found the material with 
cigarot® *t the some place. 

T went on with sy meeting with my friend and learnt that after tho 20 July, 
our passage had boon sighted la the village of 2AMBISHT, where wa mat the women 
washing at tha spring, but a communist kid of tho 8-1RK1M, whose name we don't 
know. The families of the women who were washing at the spring suffered much by 
the Security, but nothing was discovered, cause we presented ourselves a* soldiers. 
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fro® the July to the 2 during which tine I NMtso4 in the 

radius of K AVaJA, ol ways in the villfltgs MITSHSIK, 1 learnt that ©a the 12 Attguet 
la the villages S8T Htffl war* celebrated the feast of the creation of the brigade 
KAJFO KAHATTlt, To wUtviti that day* all the ylUft|«p« wore obliged t© brim 
•one meat, eggs, ©heeee, bread, etc,, and on the day ©f the celebration all fthie 
food was prepared for the authorities. 

At the end of August T learnt the execution of Handt ®f?A trm WfWJA, and 

others* 

On the 1st September la fCAYAjA, in the house of ftttstafs HESetfsH? the author- 
Itiee were informed that there ms norm gold hidden la that hone©, they obliged 
the workers to bring down the house, bat I don’t know the result »« I continued 
»y wellt, 

I leemt that flm KAB1LI , from XAVAJA resistant filter ei nee 19 { >4 in the 
mountains, until Junes 51* had been killed two week# before we landed, Tt l* said 
he was betrayed by the friend who hid him, 

Two day* before leaving my friend, I left hi® all the aetertal which he hid 
In Me house and told hi® to bring Re some food. 


On the 2 September, I left eccoeoenied by sty friend up to a certain point 
and heeded towards fast, thinking to pet out in Greece, I did not know rsy way, 
so I decided, to come out in Yii^elaria without surrendering to them and fro® there 
to Greece. After twenty five days walk to the frontier} PBQIH ■>» QA* X®A®£ - 
BUBASA3 - MBIROT - PIl^O - leaving LIBBAZHJl on ay right, «« I bad no food, I 
vent to the I.OT1SH village. On th© laid I saw g® old woman to whom I asked for 
•one bread, she brought me a fetf loaf end aecoepsnled roe to Q.©Bt$RT (hXBBAZSB) 
next to the frontier. 

There X root « roan Who gev® roc food and I remained for two days next to hie 
house. Be helped mo after cross the border, Sere are two per pons who helped m 
saying that the people* if they are not seen, are ready to help ue. 

On the 25 September 1951 I entered Yugoslav territory, without surrendering 
to the frontier authorities. I took the direction of BYRUGA. I tried to cross 
the 15® IB, but at the point where I had decided to cross there was a working 
plant. X was soon by different people who recognised m as ®n Albanian, so I 
was obliged to go to the police of SYStJGA. There X was disarmed end seat to 
the Security for control end taking everything I had with me. 

After the procedure, they obliged me by ell naans, to say who had sent roe. 

X gave no information, then they sent m to OHHI , where I was f$u©stioa©d once 
more by the Yugoslav authorities, some result. They proposed m to work for 
them but X always asked to go to Greece. They mm de such promises but never held 
them. 

when I decided to leave OBBI for 9XSRA, an Albanian major frees MOBASYXM 
came to see no saying that I was a eowrado of Sabri MIITI and the others. I 
answered, yes. Ho he said, 1 know whom you are, so X was seat to 9 IMA,

I loft for WJS, there I mot Sabri DAfltl mi %dr XHFKALI. I went to the 
Security who sold I had to go to th# hA?t$nowiA Hotel* to mo t Safer bhlSSHI, who 
vs* responsible for the Albanian emigrant** Thor® I spent a night * on th® next 
day I w»« eeat to a house where there were three other Albanian*. I re*?*. Inert 
there for a few day*, then wi sent to work In. a factory, whore l remained until 
the 17 August 1952* boring w stay 1 often received the Tie it of %s iffi tUJMA and 
bgrt SHFCAM, who held conference* saying that th* Tfeion of the Albanian ©nlgrants 
In Yugoslavia, without distinction of parti©* had only one al»i liberating Albania 
fro» the dictatorship of Sower Foxha. They Bade greet prm lee for the great**! 
firtenrt of Albania, 71 to, who during th© war and after helped us and promised us 
now to giro all faoillttee to obtain an Independent Albania. 

Without paying any attention to what west on in Yugoslayle, I wont out In 
ftroeee whore I was sent to Athens, where I immediately mst£^ After a 

few day* 1 wa* sent to Strop, fro® there I va© sent beck to Athens, &noTrr©» there 
to Tendon.
